They are wa re ga Camden, 
Cole, Cooper, Dallas, Laclede, Maries, Mil- 
ler, Moniteau, Morgan, Osage, Phelps and 
Pulaski. The District Committee, on which 
the schemers rely to carry out their plan, 
is composed of one member from each 
county. One of the parties to the scheme 
t a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday 
night that seven of the committeemen were 
pledged to a snap convention, to be held 
not hater than April 1, and that they had 
requested Chairman Bradshaw, in icine wd 
form, to call the. committee together within 
the next week for the purpose of ordering 
the nominating convention. Mr. Bradshaw, 
he said, seemed suspicious, and is holding 
out against the demand.

TRE LAW OF DIVORCE. 


Effect of a Supreme Court Decision 
. Concerning Remarriage. 


The recent dedésion of the Supreme Court 
of the United States extending the constitu- 
tional provision that ‘‘fall faith and credit 
shall be given in each State to the judicial 
proceedings of every other State,” to cover 
divorce laws, is of great interest to the 
berich and bar of St. Louis, as,well as the 
public. The general construction put upon 


the ruling is that persons who have been di- 
vorced in @ State-that puts a ban or limita- 
tion on the remarriage of the guilty party 
cannot evade the court's decree by taking 
up a temporary residence in another State. 
The influence of this decision will be felt 
wherever there are persons who have been 


rrying again. Property rights and the 
legitimacy of children will also be affected. 
Marshall F. McDonald voiced a opinions 
of a number of the leading meffoers of the 
St. Louis bar when he discuaged the ruling 
and its effects in Missouri, as follows: 
“This decision will not affect divorces 
ed in this State. We had a law on 
our statute books prohibiting the adjudged 
guilty party from remarrying within five 
years after the divorce was granted, but 
it was repealed some fifteen years ago. So 
eet pe divorced in Missouri from remarry- 
in in this ye a “a haf State where 
xists such a limitation. 
win mont States, however, there is a law 
preventing remarriage of the guilty party— 
yenerally taking the form of a limitation, 
put in some cases perpetual. I regard this 
| decision as good law and its effects will be 
d. It wili have effect in Mis- 
sour! in regard to divorces granted in other 
States; that is, such persons cannot remarry 
here.. As to the operation of this restriction, 
I am not inclined to with those who 
think that persons violating the law can be 
punished for bigamy. There is no penalty 
and the act cannot be construed into a 
contempt of court. ‘All that can be done is. 
to take steps to annul the marriagé, and 
that can be done wherever the person vio- 
lating the lmitation is found. For in- 
stance, a person divorced in New York, 
who comes out to Missouri and remarries, 
can be proceeded against in the courts of 
this State. But until the New York stat- 
tes are amended so as to make the viola- 
ion of the decree a crime all that can be 
done is to annul the marriage. If the per- 
sons then continue to Iive together they 
sould be prosecuted for living in adultery 
under the lews of this State. The statutes 
referring to bigamy contemplate only per- 
sons who have not been legally separated.”

Inspector Carter Thinks More Atten- 
tion Should Be Paid to Cows. 


To inject tuberculine subcutaneously into 
the systems of milch cows suspected of hav- 
ing tuberculosis is considered by Milk In- 
spector Howard Carter to be the proper 


caper in order %o prevent the propagation 
of the consumption baccili among human 


beings and their own kind. He is, therefore, 
a strong supporter of the dairy ordinance 
now agg in the Municipal Assembly 
for the protection of the public against 
the army of germs that march into the 
lungs, stomachs and veins of the human 
family via the “‘Milky Way.” That esec- 
tion of the ordinance which provides for the 
appointment of two or more inspectors, 
whose duty it shall be to go about look- 
ing at the tongues, feeling the pulses and 
diagnosing the blood globules not only 
of every town cow who earns her daily 
hay by furnishing milk to the populace 
at so much per pint but of every country 
cow engaged in the same vocation, meets 
with the particular and.hearty endorse- 
ment of St. Louis’ Milk Inspector. 

“T have talked to the Poe compan- 
fes,’’said Mr. Carter, to a t- atch re- 
porter, ‘‘on the subject of a thorough in- 
spection of all the milk supplies that come 
from out of town, and they are heartily 
in favor of it. The manager of one of 
these companies has said to me: ‘I will 
guarantee to refuse milk from any farm 
on which the inspectors .discover a dis- 
eased cow, and I think all the other com- 
panies will enter into the.same agreement.”

THE CAT OUT OF THE BAG.

I believed that, inas- 
much as the delegates were chosen from 
Congressional districts, the delegates in 
the State Conventicn from these districts 
alone could instruct them, and for that 
reason I voted in favor of the proposition 
permitting each individual delegate from a 
Congressional district to Vote-as he pleased 
regardiess of the instructions of the State 
Convenffon. 


When asked why the delegates who 
voted against the unit rule did not take 
the question before the National Con- 
vention, Cok Phelps answered: 

It was not worth while to make a losing 
fight. The friends of Mr. Cleveland were 
in a large tmhajority, and while it required 
two-thirds to nominate, the majority con- 
trols the convention, and it was kndéwn 
that Mr. Wilson, chairman of the conven- 
tion, was a friend of Mr. Cleveland, and it 
was presumed that he would decide that the 
unit rule was binding, His decision could 
be overruled only Dy an appeal to the con- 
vention. yerybody knowing that the 
question tMyolved twelve votes for Mr.

“The case was tried and submitted 

an agreed statement of facts. * * n- 
der the laws of this State the St. ‘ae 
Criminal] Court, which is now com 

two divisions, and the St. Louig 

Criminal Correction are courts 

and all process of said courts are requir 
to be directed to and executed by the Sheriff 
of the city of St. Louis. He is further re- 
quired to attend said courts and do and 
perform all acts heretofore enjoined upon 
the Marshal of said city. 

“Tt is conceded by counsel that the sub- 
ject of costs in both civil and criminal 
causes is a matter of statutory enactment, 
and that all such statutes must be strictly 
construed and the officer claiming a taxa- 
ble fee must be able to put his finger upon 
the law authorizing its taxation. 

“The decision of this case therefore rests 
upon a proper construction of these stat- 
utes. All of the sections referred to must 
be construed so as to make them.a con- 
sistent whole, if that can be done. 

“It is contended by counsel for @efend- 
ants that notwithstanding the fact that the 
law requires the sheriff and his deputies 
to attend the three Criminal Courts men- 
tioned, that the provisions of section 4989 
do not apply to these courts, or authorize 
any compensation for attendance, because 
section 4991 provides that no sheriff in any 
‘criminal proceedings’ shall be allowed any 
\fees for any other services than those enu- 
merated in section 4990. 

“But section 4990 only refers to fees for 
certain specific services therein mentioned, 
such as for serving and returning a capias, 
for serving a writ of execution or executing 
a death warrant—services that are not ordi- 
narily performed in court during its sess- 
ion, and nowhere alludes to the attendance 
of the sheriff or his deputies while the 
court is in session, Therefore unless the 
attendance of the sheriff as an officer of 
court constitutes some service in a ‘criminal 
proceeding’ sections 4990 and 4991 do not 
prohibit the relator from receiving com- 
pensation for attendance upon these courts. 

“The presence of the Sheriff is. a neces- 
Bary part of the machinery of the court to 
maintain decorum, and to aid, and if need 
be, to protect the Judge in the efficient dis- 
charge of his duties. Such services can- 
not properly be said to be rendered in any 
oe peeve cause, or “criminal proceeding.’ 

hey’ are part of the machinery provided 
by the State in order that justice may be 

» rendered between litigants at the bar. 

“Similar charges for the attendance of the 
Sheriff and his deputies in the Circuit Court, 
Criminal Court, Court of Criminal Correc- 
tign.and Protate Court have been approved 

-certified by the Judges of all these 
urts for many years, without objection, 
nd they have been repeatedly audited by 

the defendant, Joseph Brown. But this 

fact alone would not estop him from re- 

fusing to audit them in this case until the 

question is finally settled by the courts, if he 

is satisfied that his approval in the past was 
) @rroneous and without warrant of law. 

“Upon a careful examination of the vari- 
ous Sostions of the statute, I am satisfied 
that the construction, heretofore placed up- 
on them by: the Judges of the Circuit and 
Criminal Courts and the city authorities is 
correct, and that the provisions of section 
4989 apply to Criminal as well as Civi!] Courts, 
@nd that sections 4990 and 4991 only have 
reference to specifiz fees in a ‘particular 
-¢a@se or criminal proceeding.’ 

“Inasmuch, therefore, as it is admitted 
that the city has funds sufficient to meet 
the relator’s demands for sérvices and that 
they have been duly appropriated by the 
Municipal Assembly for that purpose, a 
peremptory writ of mandamus will be 
erercec.

“It depends Rothow many Democrats vote 

at to-morrow’s election,” said Mr. Rutledge, 
“The better element of the Republicans are 
aligned with us, and if the Democrats vote 
our or is assured.

I shall never 
again take part in such a movement if our 
efforts prove unavailing this time. I have 
given two months’ hard work to it, and if 
citizens do not want to look to their own 
interests, I shall wash my hands of such 
matters in future,”’

The movement on the part of young men 
graduates of the High Schoo! against poli- 
tics in the schools is being looked to by the 
committee to have an appreciable effect 
on the result of the election. 

In regard to the district candidates, it is. 
believed by members of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee that Penney, McClain and Brady are 
sure of election. They think the fight be- 
tween Matlack and Carroll in the Four- 
teenth District will be “nip and tuck.” Kiss- 
ner has no opponent in the Eighth District. 
They do not believe that there is ary doubt 
as to McClain’s élection. His record im the 
School Board, they point out, has been ex- 
cellent, and he is very popular in his dis- 
trict.® 

Coroner Wait was asked Monday morning 
what he thought of the chances of the sev- 
eral individual candidates-at-large on the 
Republican ticket for election. 

“T believe Landvogt will go through,” re- 
plied Dr. Wait. “Tt consider him the strong- 
est man on the Republican ticket. Next 
to him I place Vor«triede.”’ 

‘‘What do you think of the chances of the 
Republican ticket as a whole?’ 

“As regards the ticket-at-large, we will 
have a very hard time pulling it through. If 
it does pull through, it will be by the Re- 
publicans of the West End coming to our 
assistance.”’ 

‘Do you think that the West End Re- 
publicans are favorable to the Republican 
ticket-at-large in view of the declaration 
for caucus control of the School, Board?’ 

“The caucus principle certainly has not 

proved popular, but I think its effect has 
been offset by the disgraceful fight in the 
School Board at which Director Lacey was 
slugged. This has made us hundreds of 
votes, because of the indignation over the 
outrage of a public officer having been as- 
saulted while performing his duty. 
Coroner Wait gives as his reason for be- 
lieving that the Republican ticket will 
have a hard time of it, alleged indications 
that frauds are to ‘be attempted. 
“The candidates-at-large on the Citizens’ 
ticket have no guspicion of fraud to be at- 
tempted,” said Dr. Wait. “The frauds will 
be in the election for District Directors, 
and their effect will be to materially swell 
the total vote for the directors-at-large. 
We expect attempts at fraud in the First, 
Second, Third, Fourth, Tenth, Fourteenth, 
Fifteenth, Seventeenth, Nineteenth and 
Twenty- -first Wards, where the Republican 
district candidates will undoubtedly be 
stuffed out. The attitude of the policemen 
at the School Board when Lacey was 
slugged indicates to me that they will not 
interfere.”’ 


Coroner Wait was 3 asked what he believed 
would be the results tn the districts. 
“Kissner will be elected in the Eighth 
District, there being no opposition,” he re- 
plied. ‘Carroll, Republican, will be elected 
in the Fourteenth over Matilack, the Inde- 
pendent. Charlies Penney has a ¢g 
show against Waterhouse, Republican, in 
the Eleventh, because he has his own 
judges and clerks and Waterhouse is 
known to have freely scratched the Repub- 
licah ticket at divers times. 

“Tn the Seventh District Koenig, the reg- 
ular Republican, will defeat Meletio, inde- 
pendent. Dr. Rader, who is clerk in my of- 
fice, we believe, for various reasons, will 
defeat W. H. McClain in the Twelfth Dis- 
eS Rebenack, the independent candidate 
in Troll’s old district—the Third—will be de- 
feated by Spinzig, Republican. John Brady, 
Democrat, will be elected over Charles PF. 
Knoll in the Second,
